A—A recent study indicates 


that in some persons who have 
had acute nephritis but who 
now have normal urine, there 
is a persistently low blood 
level of beta globulin. Even 
though it has been several 
years since their 
nephritis 


was clinically cured, this is 
evidence of one of three dis- 
eases: lupus 
erythematosus, 


hepatitis or latent (smoldering 
or silent) nephritis. If you 
have the latter, the measures 
used to treat chronic nephritis 
should prevent a recurrence 
of the disease.

But this time, the victim's claim 


was denied. The court said this was 
the kind of accident that not even 
careful supervision by the market 
would have prevented. 


It is not rare, on a store's prem- 


ises, for one customer to carelessly 
cause injury to another. For as- 
sorted reasons, the victim may sue 
not the customer who injured him 
hut the management. 


As the above cases illustrate, the 


store may indeed be held liable— 
but only when the danger could 
have been reasonably foreseen and 
reasonably prevented. 


What if there is some inherent 


danger in the merchandise itself? 
That adds an extra dimension to 
the store's policing 
responsibilities. 


Thus: 


A gun shop that allowed a pa- 


tron to manipulate a loaded shot- 
gun wah> held liable when he acci- 
dentally shot another customer. 


And a sports shop that let golfers 


take 
practice 
swings in an 
un- 


guarded area was held liable when 
one man's club hit another man's 
head. 


Suppose the customer is not 


merely careless but reckless or even 
vicious. As a rule that is not con- 
sidered foreseeable, so the store is 
not to blame. 


For example, a store wa-, held 


not liable when a man suddenly 
and deliberately shoved a woman 
through a plate glass window The 
court said the management 
need 


not guard against an act that, in 
ordinary 
experience, simply does 


not happen.

One of the points discussed 


by Albert Morehead in "More- 
head on Bidding" is the dif- 
ference between suits. When 
each side has approximately 
the same high card strength 
and all hands are balanced 
the chances are that either 
side can make two odd in its 
best suit. When the hands are 
more unbalanced it is likely 
that each side can make game 
or even slam in their best 
suit. 


In all these situations the 


side with the spades has a 
tremendous advantage. 


South has a good spade bid, 


and North a normal raise to 
two spades. The spade raise 
improves South's hand to the 
extent that he can afford to 
jump to game. In spite of the 
fact that North and South 
only have 18 high card points 
between them game is easy. 
South loses one trick each in 
spades, diamonds and clubs.

The plane lost today — the 


438th reported loss of the war 
over North Viet Nam — was an 
Air Force RF4C photo recon- 
naissance jet downed by ground 
fire near Dlen Bien Phu close to 
the Laotian border.

The two fliers aboard were 


picked up in a rescue operation 
that required three helicopters 
which also rescued two of the 
paramedics sent in to aid the jet 
pilots. 


An Air Force RF101 Voodoo 


and an F105 Thunderchlef were 
downed during bombing raids 
on the north Monday, while oth- 
er American pilots clashed with 
MIGlls and advanced model 
MIG21s north and northwest of 
Hanoi. The pilots of both the 
downed planes were listed as 
missing. 


Qualified sources in Saigon 


said because of the greatly in- 
creased MIG challenge, U.S. Air 
Force officers here would prob- 
ably press Washington to ap- 
prove bombing of the North 
Vietnamese airfields where the 
MIGs are based. 


In a related development, 


Communist China charged that 
U.S. planes sank six Chinese 
fishing boats in the Gulf of 
Tonkin last week, killing 17 
Chinese fishermen and wound- 
ing 29 others.
